Hermann Nelson Sander which 
opens here tomorrow in the Hills- 
borough County Supreme Court, 
which has been described as a 
little stage with a world-wide 
audience. : 

Respected country doctor and 
winter sports captain in his years 
at Dartmouth, Sander goes (on 
trial for first-degree murder. A 
verdict of guilty would bring a 
_ Sentence of life imprisonment or 
death by hanging. 7

The prosecution, headed by a 
former classmate and fellow 
sportsman at Dartmouth, makes 
no prediction on the outcome of 
the trial, but declares it will pre- 
sent its strongest case in accord 
with the letter of the law which 
forbids “mercy killings” or any 
— form of premeditated homi- 
cide. | 


Abbie Borroto, obscure house-

grave from which she was ex- 
humed for a belated autopsy. 
The verdict at the trial may 
turn on what the autopsy re- 
vealed — and neither side is 
talking about that. 

This correspondent inspected 
a photostatic copy of the death 
certificate which Dr. Sander 
signed after his patient, Mrs. 
Borroto, died last Dec. 4 at the 
County Hospital. Above the doc- 
tor’s signature the c of death 
was listed as “carcinoma -*" the 
large bowel and metastases to the 
liver,” which means that the ma- 
lignancy had spread from the in- 
testines to the liver. This can- 
cer was described as the “disease 
or condition directly leading to 
death.” 

Other Conditions. 

Among “significant conditions,” 
the certificate listed only “inani- 
tion.” 

The interval between “onset 
and death” was listed as one and 
one-half years. 

There was another paragraph 
which inquired whether homicide, 
suicide or accident had figured in 
the death. This space had not 
been filled in. 

AH in all, it was like most 
death certificates, with some 
spaces filled in and others by- 
passed as irrelevant. Had Dr. 
Sander stopped there,.he would 
not be on trial today with his 
career, his freedom ‘and life in

AMERICAN PLEADS 


BUILT OF SPYING 
AGAINST HUNGARY 


I. T. & T. Executive Vo- 
geler Says He Was Di- 
rected to Help Atomic 
Experts Escape.

BUDAPEST, Feb. 18 (AP) — 
American businessman Robert A. 
Vogeler Jr. calmly told a people’s 
court today he was a spy and 
asked for a “mild sentence.” 

Pleading guilty on all counts, 
the 38-year-old assistant vice 
president of International Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., testified 
he had been instructed to obtain 
special information about radar, 
rockets, uranium and oil deposits 
and to: help experts on atomic 
energy escape from Hungary. 

He said a Dr. Edsler, whom he 
identified as an Austrian atomic 
expert, had been smuggled out of 
Austria, apparently with the help 
of the American Office of Direc- 
tor of Intelligence in Vienna. 

Speaking without show of 
emotion or strain from his incom- 
municado imprisonment since 
Nov, 18, he testified: 

“I used my business activities 
only as cover for my espionage 
work.” 

Co-Defendants Plead Guilty, 

These were the highlights of a 
court session at which three 
Hungarians, the last defendants 
in the trial, also pleaded guilty 
to sabotage and espionage. They 
were “Baroness” Edina Doery, a 
hotel barmaid and _ telephone 
operator; Klemen Domokos, chief 
accountant for the Standard Elec- 
tric Ca., Hungarian subsidiary of 
I. T. T., ‘an@ the Rev. Istvan 
Justh, a Roman Catholic priest. 

Three other defendants pleaded 
guilty yesterday. They were 
Vogeler’s British assistant, Edgar 
Sanders, and two Hungarians, 
Imre Geiger, director of the 
Hungarian company, and Zoltan 
Rado, a section chief of the Hun- 
garidan Ministry of Heavy Indus- 
try. 

(In Vienna. Vogeler’s Belgian- 
born wife said: “It is obvious to 
anyone who knew Bob at all that 
he has been drugged or subject- 
ed to some kind of torture to. 
make him say all these things. I 
don’t know whether the torture 
was mental or physical—but they 
have certainly done something 
underhanded during the last 
three mohths.” 

(Similar expressions.of disbelief 
in his confession came from Unit- 
ed States State Department of- 
ficials and Vogeler’s business as- 
sociates. The department has 
charged that Hungary’s Commu- 
nist government decided in ad- 
vance to convict Vogeler.

Public Service Commissioner 
George A. Arkwright said a for- 
mal hearing would be held next 
Wednesday at the Jamaica sta- 


tion of the railroad. He and arep- 
resentative of the Interstate Com- 
merce. Commission will preside. 


Accident on Siding. \ 


The accident occurred on a 
makeshift “gantlet” siding thrown 
up during temporary repair work 
on the line’s main roadbed. Such 
a siding is a second track so close 
to the first that only one train at 
a time can pass over the roadbed. 

Jacob Kiefer, 55 years old, of 
Baldwin, N.Y., motorman of the 
eastbound train, was arrested to- 
day on a charge of second-degree 
manslaughter. He will be ar- 
raigned Monday. About 800 per-

Both the railroad and police 
said Kiefer drove his 12-car train 
past a red light at 10:36 p.m, into 
the path of an : west- 
bound train. Golutta'said he had 
information that Kiefer Tan past 
two -red lights before the crash. 
He said no mechanical defect was 
responsible. 

For hours, police and wrecking 
crews: worked frantically to re- 
move dead and injured from the 
twisted wreckage. Acetylene 
torches were used to cut crum- 
pled steel from which came 
screams of the injured, trapped 
inside. : 

Victims Piled Five-Deep. 

The dead, dying and injured 
were piled five-deep in the two 
forward cars of the train, which 
were sheared in half by the ter- 
rific impact. The two cars were 
smokers and all but two of those 
killed were men. .. ‘ 

Surgeons and internes crawled 
into the wreckage. They hacked 
and sawed off mangled legs and 
arms- of some of the injured to 
free them. . 

Every available doctor and 
nurse from neighboring towns 
was called to the scene, on which 
garish beams of powerful rescue 
floodlights played through the 
long hours of the night and early 
dawn. “s 

One eyewitness, 21-year-old col- 
lege student Paul Back, said, 
“There was a tremendous shock. 
My head hit the wall and the 
lights went out in all the cars. 

“I got up and walked toward 
the exit door and I heard screams 
for help. One man was scream- 
ing ‘Kill me, please kill me.”- He 
thought his back was broken.”

The word has 
come from Illinois, Indiana, Ohio 
and Southern West Virginia, re- 
ported John D. Battle, the Asso- 
ciation’s executive director.

Supplies. Dangerously Low.

He was replying to Conserva- 
tive leader Winston Churchill's 
call for new Big Three talks on 
control of the atom and hydrogen 
bombs. The Attlee -speech was 
the Labor party’s last radio 
broadcast before the general elec- 
tion next Thursday. 

Accusing Russia of blocking in- 
ternational control of atomic en- 
ergy, he said “the difficulty does 
not lie in the method, nor in the 
choice of persons to discuss these | 
high matters. All that is required 
is the will.” 

“We on this side of the iron 
curtain have the will to discuss 
with the Russians this and all 
other outstanding difficulties,” he 
said. 

“The machinery of the United 
Nations is still there, ready to 
be used,” he added. “We are pre- 
pared at any time to use it to 
the full. 

“We are ready and eager to 
discuss with Russia, the United 
States, Canada, and all other na- 
tions ways and means for dealing | 
with this menace.” 

In a campaign speech in Edin- 
burg Tuesday, Churchill sug- 
gested new talks by the West with 


Deputy Prime Minister Her 
Morrison.and Sir Stafford Cripps, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, dis- 
missed it as a campaign “stunt.” 
Conservative party leaders called 

a statesman-like move. — 
Attlee said that a few weeks 
after he took office in 1945, he 
went to Washington on confer 
with President Truman and W. 
L. Mackenzie King, the Prime 
Minister of Canada, on possible 

ways to control atomic energy. 
“Out of that meeting came the 
proposal for the international con- 
trol of atomic energy,” said Attlee. 
accepted, this 


British Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin to meet with Russian 
delegates. 

But he said the Russians should 
be put on notice in advance that 
if the conference fa'led, the Unit- 
ed States would push develop- 
ment and stockpiling of hydrogen 
bombs. And they should be told, 
he said, that “when better bombs 
are built, we will build them.” 

Connally said the Russians 
may be convinced that the atomic 
arms race is too costly for their 
economy and their scientific per- 
sonnel, 

“The time may be near when 
there ought to be an effort to get 
together with Russia on the con- 
trol of atomic weapons,” he said. 

“They should make the first 
move, but they probably won't,” 
he added. 

Connally disagreed with Win- 
ston Churchill's suggestion that 
President Truman and the British 


|Prime Minister—which Churchill 


hopes to be after next week’s 
elections — should. meet Soviet 
Premier Joseph Stalin. He point- 
ed out that Truman already has 
rejected that idea, unless Stalin 
wants to meet him in the White 
House. 

Connally. said it would be pref- 
erable to send the Secretary of 
State, but he did not rule out the 
possibility of sending a special 
envoy such as Chief Justice Fred 
M. Vinson.

While some members were 
openly doubtful that the commit- 
tee can agree on any kind of bill, 
others were less pessimistic. 


If everything else fails, they 
said, the. controversial issues 
could be cut out of aid to edu- 
cation by substituting a nation- 
wide school building program for 
the present bill, 


G.O.P. Member’s Stand. 


Representative McConnell 
(Rep), Pennsylvania), told re- 
porters: “If we could get a icon- 
struction bill within reasori that 
doesn’t cost billions of dollars, I 
believe it would unite more mem- 
bers than any other proposal. It 
ldédks now like a construction bill 
may be the answer.” 


Most Democrats are holding out 
for direct school assistance to the 
states but their efforts have beem 
stymied by clashes over whether 
aid money should be limited only 
to tax-supported public schools or 
made available to parochial and 
private schools as well.

3. Whether parochial and pri- 
vate schools should get aid 
funds for school bus service. 

4. Finally,. what federal con- 
trols should be placed on states 
accepting aid. 

Most of these disputed points 
were side-stepped by the Senate, 
which passed and sent to the 
House a $300,000,000 aid measure 
leaving everything up to the 
states 

School Building Proposals.

“He was a brave one, all right, 
the man who lost two legs,” said 
Walsh. “The doc could only give 
him a local—couldn’t knock him 
out complete. He was caught un- 
der smashed steel and his legs 
were just as smashed as the steel 
was.” 

While the doctor snted away, 
the wounded man said: : 

“Take it easy, Doc! You're 
hurting me. I know you've got 
to.do this to get me‘ loose. But 
for God's sake, take it easy.” 

In Last Car on Train. 


Walsh, a stock analyst bound 
for New York to see a late show 
because he was off work on Sat- 
urday, was in the last car of 
the westbound train. 

“I don’t think Ill ever sleep 
again,” he said. “There were 
people in that wreckage so badly 
hurt they knew damn well they'd 
never make it, but they were just 
as brave and wonderful as they 
could be—100 per cent men. And 
they were commuters like you 
and me—the kind that ride this 
damned railroad every day and 
complain about it.” 


Dr. James A. Rogers said the 
wreckage scene was the “worst 
thing I’ve seen in my life. Shreds 
of flesh on jagged steel. Why we 
took out one man whose face 
was a bloody pulp and shoved a 
tube down his throat. He wouldn’t 
have breathed much longer if we 
hadn't.” 

Dr. Rogers said he was “mainly 
the morphine man. I was giving 
injections all around. The other 
medicos were doing the surgery. 
I saw the limbs of three persons 
a in order to get them 
out.” 

Work Throughout Night. | 

The doctors, summoned from 
all the nearby towns on Long 
Island, worked through the night 
with calm medical efficiency. 
Many had arrived at 11. p.m. 
within minutes of the tragedy. 
Finally, at 4:25 a.m. they lifted 
the last victim from the wreck- 
age. He was beyond their help.

With a professional pace in 
shooting, the Billikens scored 23 
points in the first 10 minutes and 
23 in the second 10, arid the half 
time margin of 46 to 22 made the 
second half anti-climax.

the project will be about $150,000, 
to be paid out of bond issue 
funds authorized by voters in 
1945 as part of a general Webster 
Groves development program 
that has included sewers, play- 
grounds, parks and other facili- 
ties. 


General contractors 
pected to get plans the first week 
of March and the contract to be 
let in time for the job to get 
under way no later than April 1. 

The design of the building is 
predicated upon the Georgian in- 
fluence of early American build- 
ings. Exterior walls are to be of 
salmon ecolored, sand molded 
brick, with Bedford limestone 
base and trim.

A man of considerably more than average 
ability, he has been an active legislator, but 
for the most part his activities have been 
’ in conflict with the more progressive thought 
of the state. Thoroughly imbued with parti- 
sanship, he has followed a partisan course 
at times on issues which have survived to 
plague and defeat the party, notably the ill- 
famed attempt of the Democratic state orga- 
nization to steal the governorship from Sena- 
tor Forrest C. Donnell in 1941. 

Faced with the péssibility of Allison’s nom- 
ination..through the combined strength of 
the national and state administrations, many 
Democratic leadérs are worried at the pros- 
pect of going into the general election cam- 
paign under the necessity of explaining Al- 
lison’s record which, they feel certain, will 
be vigorously attacked. 

Because of his role as a top-bracket con- 
spirator in the Governorship steal scheme, 
there is a disposition by these leaders to feel 
that his weakness will be more serious as a 
candidate against Senator Donnell than it 
would be against anybody else. Donnell is 
certain to be renominated by the Republi- 
cans. Allison was chairman of the Legisla- 
tive committee which set into motion the ma- 
chinery designed to keep Donnell from being 
seated as Governor. 

As is known, the final decision to bring 
Allison into the Senatorial race as the 
administration candidate was reached dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays at a conference 
of President Truman and Gov. Forrest 
Smith in the penthouse atop the Muchle- 
bach tel in Kansas City, a luxurious 
apartment set aside for the President’s use 
when he visits his home in Independence, 
a suburb of Kansas City. 

Taking the cue from this conference 
place, opposition to the President’s favorite 
has coined for Allison the term “Penthouse 
Candidate.” 

Notwithstanding his long service in the 
Legislature, Allison will need an introduction 
to most of the voters in Missouri, being com- 
paratively unknown outside of Jefferson City 
and the. Twenty-fourth Senatorial district, 
which he represents. 

In appearance, he is slightly under medium 
height. He is a natty dresser, has a pleasing 
personality and generally is a suave, courte- 
ous, smiling Senator except when using his 
power of vitriolic invective, at which he is a 
master, or when pressing home a point in 
Senate debate or courtroom argument. By 
carefully combing and plastering his straight 
black hair he makes an altogether unsuccess- 
ful attempt to conceal a very extensive front- 
al bald area. 

Although only 25 years old when he first 
became a member of the House of Represen- 
tatives, Allison quickly attracted the atten- 
tion of. his fellow members by a keen ability 
to analyze legislative problems and to get 
at the heart of a subject, and by his ability 
as a speaker. He had and still has the clear 
ringing voice of the Ozark orator and is a 
forceful speaker, much of the type of former 
United States Senator James A. Reed and 
the late State Senator Frank H. Farris. 


If Elected to.the Senate 
Would Owe All to President. 


Missouri politicians assume that as a 
United States Senafor Allison would be a 
“me-too” supporter of the Truman adminis- 
tration, although he has not always worked 
in harmony with Democratic Governors of 
Missouri. But if elected to the United States 
Senate he would owe everything to the Pres- 
ident. Those who know him cannot conceive 
of any situation which would cause him fo 
forget such a great personal obligation. 

Although an able speaker and advocate 
who will attract attention on the stump, Alli- 
son lacks the knack of folksy “mixing,” of 
being able to shake hands with hundreds of 
persons a day and impress each with the 
feeling of wholehearted personal interest and 
friendship, which is Senator Donnell’s chief 
asset in a campaign.:

In the days of Edward I, pro- 
portionate representation was 
easily if somewhat arbitrarily 
_achieved. The King summoned 
hand-picked barons and clergy- 
men to meet with two knights 
chosen from each shire by the 


freeholders and two citizens from 
each of the Five Ports and every 
city and borough, each named by 
the local population. 

Thus was established the sys- 
tem of crown, lords and commons 
which prevails to this day. Re- 
forms have merely curbed prerog- 
atives of the House of Lords and 
enhanced those of the lower House 
but left untouched a growing 
problem arising out of lopsided 
population growth within the old 
yrs i borough and country boun- 


Boroughs with as few as 20,000 
voters came to have equal repre- 
sentation in Parliament with com- 
munities having 40,000 electors 
or more. There were other in- 
equities. The universities—Ox- 
ford, Cambridge and others—were 
permitted to elect members to the 
House of Commons regardless of 
their relatively small populations. 
A dual-voting system, further- 
.more, permitted a business man 

_ to vote in the place where he 

' worked and again in the com- 

munity in which he lived. 

The boundary commission abol- 
ished the 12 university seats and 
three others, and eliminated the 
dual-voting. It also redistributed 
parliamentary seats on a popula- 
tion basis so that roughly every 
60,000 electors should have one 
representative in Parliament. 

On election eve, it is, evident to 
everyone concerned that His Maj- 
esty’s cartographers have _ thor- 
oughly scrambled the jigsaw of 
British politics. Labor, Tory and 
Liberal professionals are studying 
the redesigned pieces and won- 
dering how to refit them into a 
winning pattern. 

It is generally agreed that La- 
bor will automatically lose about 
30 seats through the redistribu- 
tion, while the Tories can at most 
lose three.

To those superficial character- 
istics which most. distinguish 
Britons from Americans, such as

Communist delegates to the 
General Assembly voted for 
the resolution—and thereupon 
shipped a good many of the chil- 
dren on the Czechoslovakia, Hun- 
gary, Romania, Poland and east- 
ern Germany. ’ 

The General Assembly unani- 
mously adopted a second resolu- 
tion in November 1949 again 
calling for the repatriation of the 
children, and again the Commu- 
nist delegates voted favorably. 
They have not yet, however, re- 
turned a single child—except a 
few of the oldest whom they sent 
back as guerrillas to fight against 
their own government. — 2

Argument Against Return. 
The Soviet satellites have given 
three main reasons for refusing 
to send the children back to their 
parents:

Second, the satellites have 
charged that the children and 
their families will be persecu- 
ted as leftists by the “monarch- 
fascist” Greek government.

Movie kissing is governed by the industry's production 
, code and that nebulous yardstick “good taste.” There are no 
| hard-and-fast rules. Contraty to popular belief, there is no 
time or footage limit on screen kisses. A kiss can be held 
indefinitely—if there is nothing suggestive about it. That’s 
just the point.

The actual taboos in the production code are 
few. But studios are careful. In sharp contrast to

Clear-eyed Dr. Murphy is, of 
course, no Superman in a surgical 
gown. Yet in the 19 months he 
has been dean of Kansas Univer- 
sity’s medical school here on the 
west side of the Kaw river, he has 
propelled into action two groups 
not always enthusiastic about 
original ideas: the doctors and the 
state legislature. At the age of 34, 
when other medical men are pol- 
ishing their first shingle, Frank- 
lin Murphy is the boy wonder of 
his profession. 

Here’s what happened: 

July 1948—Dr. Murphy be- 
comes nation’s youngest medical 
school dean. 

November 1948—Dr. Murphy 
publishes his three-point plan 
to attract physicians to farm 
areas. . : 

February 1949—Kansas legis- 
lature votes record appropria- 
tion to put plan in operation. 


June 1943—More physicians 
than ever apply for Kansas li- 
cense, including 35 from eut- 
of-state. State board says 46

ACKLING the problem from 
top to toe, Dr. Murphy sug- 
gested three attacks: 
Alleviate the over-all doctor 
shortege by increasing the fa- 
cilities of the medical school so 
it could graduate 100 doctors 
a year instead of 80. 
Encourage doctoriess commu- 
nities to drum up contribu- 
tions to finance purchase of a 
residence, office and equipment 
for young doctors who would 
repay the town out of future 
e 


arnings. 

Keep rurally isolated doctors 
up to date by sending teams 
of professors to strategically lo-. 
cated towns where they can 
come for regular clinics and be 
informed of what’s happening 
in the city. 

Today the hammer-and-mortar 
phase of the program is going 
full blast and the first class of 
100 students is on its way. Ten 
of more than 70 towns needing 
doctors have already gotten them 
and the prospects for the rest are 
bright. Six teams of two doctors 
each are touring the state every 
year keeping the country doctors 
fully up to date. ’ 

“I was out at Leoti the other 
day to dedicate the new hospital,” 
Dr. Murphy relates. “There are 
2500 people in the whole county, 
but they built a hospital with 12 
beds and they’ve got a young 
doctor from Michigan. Cost them 
$150,000 and every nickel of it 
was raised right there; partly by

Students 
observing while an operation is in 
progress sit in an-auditorium 100 
feet away. The operating sur- 
geon explains his moves to them 
through a microphone which is 
attached to the camera. 


Students ask him questions 
which he can hear throdfgh a tiny 
device plugged into his ear. They 
see the actual operation per- 
formed in their own room on @ 
screen measuring six by eight 
feet. The procedure outdates 
amphitheatres with students cran- 
ing their necks to seé what the 
surgeon is doing. It is also a vast

gen, Germany, and arrived just 
as the Hitler Reich was moving 


around the continent, looked and 
listened. Some of the ideas he 
is now putting into practice date 
back to that period. 


At the University of Pennsyl- 


vania medical school he made his 
room and board as treasurer of 


, the medical fraternity, Nu Sigma 


Nu, and won a prize for a research 
paper on kidney diseases. After 
graduation and an internship at 
the Philadelphia school he was 
made a resident and from there 
he went into uniform. 


What made him come back to 
Kansas? For one thing, he no- 
ticed how many promising Eastern 
scientists came from the Mid- 
west, but had to leave their na- 
tive grounds to make headway. 
For another, he figured that a 
less overrun institution 
might be a better place to try 
and put his theories to work. But 
nobody seemed to be looking for 
a dean at K.U. and Dr. Murphy 
went into a profitable practice as 
an internist and taught at the 
school in the morning. 


It wasn’t long before he was 
asked to join a committee de- 
signed to bring the curriculum 
up to date. Then the old dean, 
who doubled in brass as a pro- 
fessor of pathology, asked to be 
relieved of his administrative 
duties. By that time Dr. Murphy 
had come up with so many worth- 
while suggestions that he was the 
natural choice for the state job 
which now pays $9600.

ed appointive officials. Alfred 
H. Kerth, charter commission 
chairman, asked at public hear- 

- ings why civil service was not ex- 

* tended to the 500 employes under 
elective officials, explained the 
commission did not wish to be 
“revolutionary” and that if the 
system proved successful in the 
four offices, it could be expanded 
later by charter amendment.

Final vote on 
posed ordinances could not be 
n until 14 days after intro- 
duction and effective date of or- 
dinances would be at least 15 
days after adoption, except emer-« 
gency measures. 
- Budget Duty of Supervisor. 

A principal duty of the super- 
visor would be to serve also as 
budget officer, in which capacity 
‘the would submit to the council 
for its approval an annual budget. 
Proposed expenditures could not 
exceed the amount of revenue 

. during the peceeding fiscal year, 
unless the council, under author- 
ity of state law and on recom- 
mendation of the supervisor, 
made provision for additional 
revenue sources. In this case the 
budget could include _ items 
amounting to 90 per cent of the 
anticipated new revenue. 

Proponents of the charter say 
this budget-limiting clause would 
pave the way for the county to 
get back on a pay-as-you-go basis 
instead of paying interest on tax- 
anticipation warrants issued 
against the current year’s income 
as at present. In recent years 
the County Court has approved 
budgets based on anticipated rev- 
enue, counting on increases in 
income which have resulted from 
the steady rise in population and 
wealth. 

By limiting the budget to the 
amount of the previous year’s in- 
come, drafters of the charter 
point out, resulting surpluses 
could be used to pay bills as they 
come due and ultimately elimi- 
mate the need for borrowing to 
pay current expenses.

PINACH is one of those homely vegetables often eaten 
unwillingly and primarily because “it is good for you.” 

As prepared en casserole by Mrs. Tom Yarborough, of 
Glendale in St. Louis County, spinach becomés an inviting 
dish to be eaten because it is enjoyed. 

In preparing spinach casserole Mrs. Yarborough places 
in a blender chopped onion, garlic, butter, milk, flour and 
seasonings. This is blended for two minutes. Washed, 
cleaned spinach is added, a little at a time until all is finely 
chopped and blended. One-half the blended mixture is 
poured into a buttered casserole and covered with slices 
of hard-cooked eggs and crisp, crumbled bacon. Remain- 
ing spinach mixture ig poured over this and topped with 
buttered crumbs. Dish is placed, uncovered, in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) to bake for 30 minutes, or until set. 

If a blender is not available, onion and garlic are 
sauteed in butter, flour is added and then milk, and all are 
cooked to make a white sauce. Spinach, cooked for seven 
minutes in the water that clings to it after washing, is 
chopped and mixed with the cream sauce. 

INGREDIENTS: One pound spinach, one medium onion 
and one clove garlic chopped, four tablespoons soft butter, 
one heaping tablespoon flour, one cup milk, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, dash of pepper, three hard-cooked eggs, four 
bacon strips, and one-half cup buttered crumbs. These 
amounts will serve six persons.

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ATIONAL BROTHERHOOD WEEK, Which 
begins today, means a lot to George 
Mardikian, San Francisco restaurateur. 
' Maydikian found out what brother- 
hood meant in a Turkish prison camp 
during World War I. One bitter winter 
day, he and other Armenian prisoners 
were put to work cutting ice on a river— 
in bare feet. That was the routine prel- 
ude to being shot. 

Mardikian piotted to get. news of his 
fate to his mother in Armenia. He knew 
the prison guard liked sweets. 

“Tf you will let me sit at the roadside 
outside the camp until the American 
Red Cross car comes by,” he told the 
guard, “I will bring you back two cans 
of sweet condensed milk.” 

“Bring it back—or else,” said the 
guard, kicking him by way of thanks. 

The driver of the Red Cross car that 
day happened to be an American doctor 
who had known Mardikian in Armenia. 
Mardikian described his plight, and the 
doctor promised to take a farewell 
message to his mother. Then the Amer- 
ican gave Mardikian the two cans of 
milk and sent him back to camp. 


No Firing Squad . . . 


Brought to the Commandant’s quarters 
the next day, Mardikian came face to 
face with the doctor. The latter had ex- 
plained that the prisoner had been in 
America and was an American citizen. 
Saved by this white lie, Mardikian was 
released in the custody of the doctor, 
who later smuggled him aboard a U. 8.- 
bound ship. 

America opened her arms to Mardi- 
kian, and he never forgot. In 1947, he 
founded the National Committee to Aid 
Homeless Armenians. To date, 2,000 
have found a new home and a new hope 
in America—as Mardikian did. 

That is his way of repaying an act of 
brotherhood that once saved his life.

immy DoyLe was a hard-punching Irish kid 
with an impressive record behind him that 
night in 1948 when he stepped into a Cleveland 
ring with Ray Robinson, the welterweight cham- 
pion of the world. 

Twenty minutes later Doyle was carried to his 
corner, his face stark white, his eyes staring and 
vacant. In two days he was dead of a brain con- 
cusion. 


42 Deaths Since the War 


In the past 13 months, nine men have died from 
blows received in the ring or from training in- 
juries. And since the war 42 have been killed by 
opponents in the only licensed sport which makes 
personal injury its main object. What’s more, 
10 percent of the old-time fighters are shabby, 
punchdrunk figures today, shambling derelicts 
with speech made thick and brains made cloudy 
from too many punches in the head. 
Immediately after the Doyle-Robinson fight, 
the Cleveland boxing commission passed a series 
of resolutions to improve safety in the ring. Simi- 
lar resolutions were passed in Illinois a few 
months later when a fighter named Sam Baroudi 
died after a fight in Chicago with Ezzard Charles. 
(Charles is now recognized in 47 states as the 
heavyweight champion.) But in both cases the 
good intentions were soon forgotten—and killings 
were resumed in the ring. As a result, fighters are 
now. dying at the rate of about one a month! 
Reform of boxing rules—and improvement of 
boxing equipment — could put a stop to these 
deaths, medical authorities believe, if such 
changes were given the support of public opinion. 
But the boxing fan differs from other fans in one 
important respect..When a player gets hurt in a 
football game, time is called, a substitute replaces 
him, and the injured man is cheered by the 
throng. When a boxer is hurt, however, the crowd 
cries for his blood and cheers on his opponent. 


Fans Didn’t Like it 


Recently, in New York, a referee stopped a fight 
between Paddy Young and Tuzo Portuguez and 
gave the decision to the latter when Portuguez 
opened a four-inch cut over Young’s left eye. But 
the fans didn’t like it—despite the fact that the 
referee said that to permit Young to continue 
might permanently impair his vision—and they 


expressed their disapproval by showering the — 


referee with balled-up newspapers, ripe fruit, pop 
bottles and folding chairs 

The first prominent modern fighter to die from 
punishment in the ring was Terrence J. (“Terri- 
ble Terry”) McGovern, who once held both the 
world’s bantamweight and featherweight cham- 
pionships and who in the early years of this cen- 
tury was the hero of Irish-American fight fans 
all the way from South Boston to the Coast.

Terrible Terry didn't actually die in the ring. 
But he tried to please the crowd too long after 
losing his championships. His reflexes destroyed 
by too many head punches, he stumbled from one 
dingy fight club to another, eventually staggered 
into oblivion and died in a mental hospital—a 
young man still in his 30s. 

Through the years hundreds of fighters have 
followed in his footsteps. One was Ernie Schaaf, 
talented young heavyweight who whipped Jim 
Braddock, Tommy Loughran and several other 
contenders before he was stopped by Max Baer 
in 1932. 

In his next fight Schaaf was matched with 
Primo Carnera, the cumbersome Italian giant. 
During the early rounds observers noted that 
Schaaf looked strangely listless. But when, in the 
sixth round, Carnera knocked out his younger, 
more skillful opponent with a clumsy left, the 
crowd was shocked. 

To cries of “Fake!” Schaaf was carried to his 
dressing room. When he failed to regain con- 
sciousness he was rushed to a hospital and there 
he died—24 hours later—of brain injuries suffered 
in his previous fight with Baer. 


Death in a Dressing Room 


Last year a similar experience befell an Italian 
heavyweight named Enrico Bertola who, like his 
countryman Carnera, came here in search of the 
pot of gold at the end of the heavyweight rain- 
bow. 

In October, Bertola was signed to fight Lee 
Oma in Buffalo. In the ring with Oma, the Italian 
took a heavy beating around the face. He lost the 
decision but finished standing up and walked un- 
assisted to his dressing room. 

There he sat down on a table and said some-

The National Boxing Association, in the 
meantime, is experimenting with headguards.

@ They also say records of fighters should be 
more closely checked, medical examinations 
should be more complete, and managers should 
be kept from exploiting inezpertenced fighters. 


@ Lastly, they wish the dlood-lust of the fans 
could somehow be discouraged! 


Such reforms, authorities believe, would help 
stem the tide of death. But death—and punch- 
drunkenness—will never vanish entirely so long 
as there are hungry fighters racing for the top. 
Jack Dempsey, Gene Tunney and Joe Louis won 
their race but for every clear-headed ex-cham- 
pion there are hundreds of others who have stum- 
bled along the road to oblivion because, like 
Terrible Terry McGovern, they never knew when 
to quit. Boxing, for them, was simply too tough.

ROME. 

HAT BECAME Of the Mussolinis? What 

became that is, of Benito Mussolini’s 

wife, two sons and two daughters after the 

April day in 1945 when a Communist par- 

tisan riddled him and his mistress, Clarétta 
Petacci on the roadside in Mezzegra? 

Curiously enough, not many Italians who 
sit in the cafes on the Via Nazionale and 
sip caffe espresso in the side streets seem 
to know. And even fewer seem to care. 

Mussolini has, in fact, been crowded 
from their minds by the practical business 
of daily living —and excitement over the 
Catholic Holy Year. 

Only the occasional appearances of Edda, 
Mussolini’s fiery daughter, still brings il 
Duce and his family to mind. Edda, widow 
of Foreign Minister Count Ciano, still 
thinks her father was a “genius.” 

Mussolini’s oldest son, blonde, curly- 
headed Vittorio, moved to Argentina four 
years ago and now lives in Buenos Aires. 
There he is said to be making a good living 
as partner in an entertainment business, 


Widow Lives Near Old Home 


The widow of the executed dictator, 
Donna Rachele, is living quietly, almost 
frugally, in Rome with her two youngest 
children. These are Romano and Anna 
Maria. 

They share the home of friends, almost 


- within the shadow of Mussolini’s old man- 


sion. Neither they, nor proud Edda, nor 
Vittorio, have many friends left among 
Italy’s active political population. 

Most of the former fascists who might

still lionize the Mussolinis are in Italian 
jails. And for the most part, the man in 
the street is content to forget. 

Donna Rachele seems to Want to keep

The widow seems embittered by the loss 
of old friends. “Benito used to say,” she 
recalls, “that Italians are volatile and 
mean. Perhaps it is just as well, because 
all we want is to be left in peace, to be 
ignored—as we are by most people.” 


Edda Seeks Notoriety 


But Edda is not content to linger in the 
shadows. Today she is one of the wealthiest 
women in Italy—since the government de- 
cided she was entitled to her late husband's 
wealth. Still blind to the havoc wrought by 
her father and his associates, she seems to 
have a thirst for notoriety. This shows up 
in her work as co-publisher of the new 
weekly magaine, Insieme (Together). 

It was in Insieme that she amazed Italy 
recently by confessing her illegitimacy. 
This editorial broadside fizzled somewhat, 
however, when readers discovered that the 
only peculiar circumstance attendant to 
her birth was that her parents never both- 
ered to marry until she was five. 

Edda’s efforts to make a name for her- 
self in print were preceded by a limited 
notoriety through her romantic association 
with a Capri jeweler. And, although she 
has denied repeated engagement reports, 
she admits she “likes his company.” 

Politically, all of the Mussolinis are still

The Duce’s widow lives quietly 


in Rome; daughter Edda still 


thinks her father was a “genius” 


fascists. And Edda, understandably, is the 
most outspoken. |

father’s actions. 

“But as time went by, I was drawn more 
and more to my father. The situation in 
Italy and the world today is the best proof

And Donna Rachele says: . 

“They can say what they will, but Mus- 
solini was certainly no fool. . . . Time will 
make him greater in death.”

Economically, the Duce’s widow is the 
worst off of his heirs. She is still fighting 
the Italian government over its confisca- 
tion of Mussolini’s accumulated property.

She and her lawyer have been trying to 
prove that at least a part of the estate 
represents savings accumulated before 
Benito’s rise to power. 

Meanwhile she supports herself partly 
on a government allowance of $65 a month. 
This also helps support Romano, who has 
tuberculosis, and Anna Maria—crippled by 
infantile paralysis. Royalties from her 
book, “My Life With Benito,” furnish an 
additional small source of income. 

On sickly Romano, the neo-fascists seem 
to be focusing some attention. 

Italo Formichella, a prominent figure in 
the Italian Social Movement and the fam- 
ily lawyer, is one of the youngster’s closest 
friends. He would like to see him enter poli- 
tics, perhaps in the next general election. 

There is one drawback. Romano is an 
unwilling political pupil. He, too, seems 
soured. “I am not certain that I will ever 
[enter politics],” he says bitterly. “One 
gives so much and then gets so little.” 

Understandably, none of the Mussolinis

This public indifference is best illus- 
trated by the fate of a motion in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies to investigate Edda Ciano’s 
editorial “exhibitionism.”

How to Have 
a Breakdown 


Farm animals give new clues 


N AN OFFICE in a midwestern factory, the other day, 

_@ hard-working chief clerk was having a nervous 
breakdown. 

On the same day, in a barn-like laboratory at 
Ithaca, N. Y., a 60-pound barnyard goat also had the 
jitters—and then a complete nervous breakdown that 
was remarkably like the office clerk’s. os 

If you’ve ever had insomnia, or high blood pressure 
—if you’ve ever wondered how best to guard yourself 
against a breakdown — you'll be interested in both 
their cases, especially that of the jittery goat. ~~ 

For in each case there was striking similarity. Goat 
and man had collapsed after a long period in which 
both had suffered the strain of making decisions 
while undergoing tensions that kept recurring with

to work out the cures for breakdowns and high blood 
pressure (hypertension). 

Cornell’s Dr. Howard 8. Liddell and Dr. A. U. Moore 
have found they can turn simple-minded sheep and 
goats into neurotics by giving them “doses” of un- 
certainty and tension with monotonous repetition. 
(Strangely enough, monotony has been found to play 
an important part.) 

The experiment is simple. The scientists ring a bell 
or flash a light, or start a metronome ticking or sound 
a horn. The animal knows from experience that this 
is the advance warning 10 seconds before a mild elec- 
tric shock, painless but tingling (see photographs). 

When the shock comes the animal jumps. Shocks, 
without advance warning, can go on indefinitely 
without giving him “nerves.” 

But when the’ warning signal is introduced—that’s 


when trouble starts. 
At the sound of the bell, or the flashing of the 


light, he builds up tension or anxiety. When this kind 
of thing happens regularly he has a breakdown. Like 
the nervous clerk, who had been having anxieties 
and shocks in his job, the goat was stumped and 


confused, couldn't sleep nights. He became neurotic, 
shy, shunned other goats, became over-excitable. 
Cornell’s sheep, too, become neurotic. One amazed 


the scientists by chasing a ferocious police dog right 
out of the barnyard. 


Shocks in Your Daily Life 


Today’s nerve-shattering auto horns, which create 
not only tension but anger, may have a parallel in 
Cornell’s warning lights and bells. Office strains, re- 
curring home financial crises affect your nerves and 
blood pressure, too. But at the moment, the Cornell 
scientists are not directly concerned with human 
applications for the findings they are making. 
“We are simply learning all we can about the 
things that make animals neurotic,” Dr. Liddell says. 
By establishing mental disorder in animals — less 
complex than human beings—science now has a sim- 
ple way of studying such disorders without having its 
findings thrown awry by complex human emotions. 
Cornell’s animals don’t seem to dislike the experi- 
ments. One problem is to keep them from running 
into the laboratory at will—they seem to like it so.

“FEET” EDSON

TWO STRIKING “college giris”—they 

said they were on mid-term leave from 

Vassar—leaned against the bar and smiled 
discreetly at two male customers. 

The customers — out-of-towners look- 
ing for excitement in the city — smiled 
roguishly back and invited the girls to 
their table. 

Next morning the men awoke in a 
strange hotel, their heads swollen, their 
pockets empty. They had been “Mickey 
Finned” with knockout drops, “rolled” of 
their wallets and watches, and left there 
in a shabby little room to sleep off an ad- 
venture they would never boast about 
back home. The “college girls” of course, 
had returned to the “campus.” 

This incident is fictitious. But actual 
ones like it took place in many parts of 
the U.S. last week. In most of them, the 
victim was a family man, away from 
home ahd out for a good time. 

The scene of their downfall, nine times 
out of ten, was a big city clip joint, that 
outgrowth of the old-fashioned speakeasy

CLIP JOINTS 


ee In them, the sucker never gets a break 


which has made more proprietors rich 
and more customers poor than even the 
most fabulous of peep-hole sucker traps 
in the prohibition era. 

For 20 years one of the must colorful of 
big-time clip joint operators was Hyman 
“Feet” Edson, an ex-speakeasy manager 
and one-time associate of Texas Guinan 
who has earned a million dollars by fleec- 


- ing his customers. Edson says 70 percent 


of the suckers he has mulcted are aver- 
age Americans who are out to paint the 
town red. 

They Ask for it 


“You can always spot them when they 
walk into your joint because they got that 
sassy look,” Feet says. “Most people who 
get clipped really ask for it.” 

Edson, whose operations in a series of 
joints during the 1930s won him so much 
fame that he appeared as a character in 
several of Damon Runyan’s stories, is dis- 
armingly frank about his past. 

“I’m broke now,” he admits candidly, 
“and strictly on the legitimate, but in my 
time I was expert enough to take three

lost more than a million in his clip joints , | @ 
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or four thousand dollars from the suck- 
ers, every night in the week without ever 
—well, hardly ever—resorting to the rough 
stuff. I would clip them on phony cham- 
pagne at $25 a bottle, on home - made 
whiskey at $5 a shot, on doctored checks, 
on a little blackmail now and then and 
once in a while on a gentle Mickey Finn.” 

Now a garrulous man of 58 who hangs 


. around the lobby of a Broadway hotel, 


Feet began his career as a speakeasy op- 
erator during Prohibition. In 1934, repeal 
of the 18th Amendment threw him out of 
work but the following year he opened a 
“legitimate” night club in Harlem and 
moved into the clip joint business. 


Girls Trimmed Customers 


“T had no liquor license,” he recalls. “But 
I sold liquor anyway. I made champagne 
out of ginger ale and Sauterne. I made 
Scotch, rye and gin in the bathtub by 
mixing liquor flavors with alcohol and 
diluting the whole mess with distilled 
water. I brewed my beer in the cellar and 
once sold four bottles to an under-the- 
weather customer for $600.” 

As business improved, Feet gave com- 
missions to taxi drivers who lured suckers 
into his club, and staffed his joint with 
girls who were not above feeding his cus- 
tomers an occasional knockout potion, al- 
though Feet insists that he usually 
frowned on such crudeness. 

“But once,” says Feet, “I couldn’t resist. 
A customer \ came in and began to holler 
that he wanted to buy drinks for the 
house. One of my girls gave him a Mickey 
and while he was out I put empty cham- 
pagne bottles on every table in the place. 
When he came to the joint was empty 
except for all those bottles and a check 
for $2,800 at his elbow.” 

In the heyday of his prosperity it was 


A ‘Feet’s custom to split the sucker’s bill 
> with the girl who had coaxed him in. But 


when Feet moved his club from Harlem 
to one of several addresses downtown, he 
began to play both ends against the 
middle. 

“The girls often brought me customers 


4 who paid me hundreds of dollars by 


check,” says Feet. ‘‘I’d make duplicates of 
these checks, stamp ‘Account Closed’ on 


» them and show them to the girls. ‘Dead 
| beat,’ I’d say. Then I’d deposit the good 
» check in the bank.” 


This practice eventually led Feet into 


further experiments with his customers’ 
checks. His procedure was to encourage a 
patron to alcoholic excess, then bill him 
for $200 to $300. If the customer paid his 
bill by check, Feet would take it to his 
office, copy it carefully on a blank check 
and then return to the customer's table. 

“Sir,” he would say, “this signature isn’t 
clear. Better write the check over.” 

This done, Feet would tear up the fake 


check and deposit the two good ones. 

“They rarely kicked,” he recalls, “and 
when they did I would remind them that 
the girls who brought them into my 
joint would like to meet their wives. That 
always shut them up.” . 

Feet’s downfall came in 1938 when he 
was arrested for selling liquor without a 
license. He served 30 days of a six-month 
sentence and then was acquitted on an 
appeal. Since then, he asserts, he has been 
“on the level.” 


Feet Treads a New Path 


“I tried to come back,” he says, “but my. 


partner had just been sent away for mak- 
ing his own whiskey and somehow my 
heart wasn’t in it any more. I had run 
through two or three fortunes betting on 
the ponies and I figured maybe if I went 
legitimate I could hold on to my money. 
So I became a used car salesman.” 

As an observer rather than a partici- 
pant of present-day clip joints, Feet can 
survey the scene win the objective eye 
of an expert. 

“It’s still the same as it always was,” he 
believes. “Clip joints are operating right 
now in New York, Newark, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Chicago, Washington and Cleve- 
land and they're still feeding nightly on 
the suckers, the family men with plenty 
of dollars in their pockets but not very 
much sense in their heads.”

VER HAVE TROUBLE starting your 
car on a near-zero morning? 

If you have, you'll be interested 
in a “vitamin” capsule that will kick 
your frosty motor over in a matter 
_ of seconds. It will be marketed soon. 
In the capsule is “ethyl-ether,” 
which sparks much faster than 
gasoline at low temperatures. You 
drop the capsule into an applicator, 
an injecting attachment fitted to

your dashboard. A plunger breaks 
the capsule, releasing the fluid. 
Finally, a primer sprays the ethyl- 
ether into the intake manifold. 

The starting fluid is a war-time 
discovery used by the Army on the 
Alaskan Highway, where it turned 
over motors at 50-below-zero. The 
Army applied the fluid with spray- 
guns, a dangerous procedure. A safer 
method was needed. 

Capsule and applicator were in- 
vented by C. J. Moody, California 
Oil Company executive. The cap- 
sule idea came to Moody one day 
when he accidentally spilled a box 
of capsuled bath salts. In tests, 
he found that gelatine capsules re- 
sisted extremes of heat and cold. 
Capsuling solved the problem of 
safely handling the ethyl-ether 
compound. 

Before the year is out, the “‘vita- 
min starter,” costing under $15, 
may be ready for passenger cars.
